Following Murder, Greenbrook 
Residents Meet with Police 


“It was an isolated incident. 
An arrest warrant has been is- 
sued,” Greenbelt Police Lt. 
Michael Craddock told a group 
of residents concerned about a 
recent murder and assault in their 
neighborhood at an association 
meeting of Greenbrook Estates 
on August 6. City police are ac- 
tively seeking the person wanted 
for the crime, he continued. Ser- 
geant Daniel Allwang, head of 
the department’s detective bu- 
reau, told the group of about 
two dozen residents that he was 
100 percent confident that the 
person being sought was “not in 
this area at this time.” Police 
have named the suspect as You

Xiuang Zhu, 20, of no fixed ad- 
dress and charged him with first- 
degree murder. According to 
Allwang, Zhu is the only suspect 
in the case. 

The murder took place on 
Sunday afternoon, July 27 at a 
home in the 7100 block of 
Mathew Street during a home in- 
vasion and robbery. The woman 
killed, Yu Ying Yang, 50, and her 
husband, parents of the home’s 
owner, were visiting here from 
China. When they confronted 
the intruder a struggle occurred. 
Yang suffered multiple stab 
wounds and died at Prince 
George’s General Hospital. Her 
husband was also treated for 


non-life-threatening knife 
wounds. 

According to Greenbelt Police 
MPO George Mathews, Zhu en- 
tered the residence through a 
rear window. Zhu had recently 
been employed as a cook at the 
New York Buffet restaurant in 
Beltway Plaza and had lived for 
a short time in the home on 
Mathew Street, which is owned 
by the owners of the restaurant. 

Allwang told the residents at 
the meeting that this was not a 
random incident of crime. It was 
perpetrated by an individual 
known to the family and was

Friendly Relations Link BARC 
And Greenbelt, Council Learns 


“Greenbelt residents are wel- 
come to enjoy the Beltsville Ag- 
ricultural Research Center 
(BARC),” said Phyllis Johnson of 
BARC, “as long as they stay on 
the roads and follow the rules.” 
Johnson was speaking to the 
Greenbelt City Council in a 
worksession held on July 28. 
She is director of the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture’s Belts- 
ville Area, which includes the 
U.S. National Arboretum as well 
as BARC. 

Johnson gave councilmembers 
(Thomas White was absent), City 
Manager Michael McLaughlin, 
one interested citizen and this 
reporter a presentation that 
summed up the activities and 
impact of one of Greenbelt’s 
neighbors. BARC Administrative 
Officer Bob Serrano, who lives in 
Greenbelt, accompanied Johnson. 

Recreation at BARC 

Johnson said that while citi- 
zens are free to visit BARC, it is 
important for residents to respect 
BARC property and signs and

stay only on the roads. Citizens 
should recognize this policy is 
for their protection as well as to 
prevent interference with BARC 
research, she explained. The 
fields may have been infected 
with parasites for research pur- 
poses or they may have been 
treated with pesticides that can 
affect humans or their pets ad- 
versely. 

Johnson also noted occasional 
problems with people lighting 
bonfires or removing fences, both 
of which are forbidden and may 
cause problems for BARC’s re- 
searchers as well as for visitors. 

She later described security 
changes at BARC since Septem- 
ber 11, 2001: more gates and 
fences, locked buildings, more 
controls on visitors and more 
record keeping and controls for 
hazardous substances, including 
biological materials. She said a 
professional security coordinator 
has been hired. Erection of 
more fences will probably occur 
in the future, she suggested, in- 


cluding one soon around the 
dairy facility on Powder Mill 
Road. 

Asked by Mayor Judith Davis 
about deer hunting at BARC, 
Johnson said that to date the 
hunters that have kept deer under 
control there have followed 
Maryland hunting laws and sea- 
sons. However, since deer re- 
main a serious detriment to re- 
search being done there, USDA is 
seeking to expand the hunting 
season beyond the three seasons 
Maryland sportsmen are allowed.

degree, Park spent many hours 
conducting research and learning 
how to study and evaluate fami- 
lies. She notes that she hopes to 
“add an evaluation piece” to the 
well-established CARES program 
while continuing to provide the 
same quality of service for which 
the program is known. For in- 
stance, she plans to “start to 
track” CARES’ services in order 
to demonstrate its effectiveness 
to the community as well as to 
grant providers. 

Services provided by CARES 
include family counseling, crisis 
intervention, school outreach, tu- 
toring, GED preparatory classes, 
a job bank and information and 
referral. When asked how her 
training in structural family 
therapy will fit with the cogni- 
tive behavioral thinking that 
CARES has maintained since its 
inception, Park replied that she 
thinks her training will enhance 
CARES’ philosophy and services. 

‘“We’re very pleased to have 
her,” reports City Manager Mike 
McLaughlin, referring to the 
“broad range of experience that 
she brings, particularly with the 
Youth Service Bureau system, 
counseling families and in her 
private practice.” 

Park resides in Crownsville 
with her husband Mike and chil- 
dren Joe, 6, and Mary, 18 
months.

GAC's Five One-Acts Show 
Great Range and Diversity

The Greenbelt Arts Center is 
presenting five plays — four com- 
edies and a tragedy — at this 
year’s “Evening of One Acts.” Di- 
rected by four different directors, 
the shows are diverse: the key to 
the production is certainly variety. 

The clever opener, “Water 
Landing,” which was directed by 
Gretchen Jacobs, allows the audi- 
ence to witness an angry stage 
manager dealing with an out-of- 
control situation. The audience 
never actually sees this stage 
manager (Belén Pifel) but hears 
her increasingly anxious and then 
strident voice over the intercom 
while she attempts to stop a con- 
tinuously flashing light, among 
other small and large catastrophes. 

Her “all-powerful” intercom 
voice reminds one of the com- 
puter HAL in Stanley Kubrick’s 
“2001: A Space Odyssey.” Ex- 
cept for this flashing light, which 
becomes truly irritating, this un- 
usual play is funny, innovative 
and definitely successful. Pifel is 
well cast. She conveys her emo- 
tions very well through her voice 
alone and gets a chuckle out of 
everyone. 

“Crossing the Street,” directed 
by John Anthony William 
Sciaretto, the next play, was the 
only drama of the evening. This 
very dark, serious play has too 
blunt a message. It deals with 
how grieving adoptive mother 
Sasha (Marlie Griffin) deals with 
her son’s birth mother Terri 
(Rachel Gar-E]l) after his acciden- 
tal death at 18. The play is satu- 
rated with blatant anger and judg- 
ment which undermines its very 
serious content. 

Griffin, as the mother, is so in- 
tense in blaming everyone and 
everything for her child’s death 
that she loses credibility as well 
as one’s empathy. Gar-El, as the 
alcoholic, misfit birth mother, 
seems far more realistic and to 
the point than her counterpart. 
She gets an “A” for her perfor- 
mance. 

The next comedy, “In From 
the Cold,” directed by Candice E. 
Kinsey, is about a couple’s 
strange adventures as they huddle 
up under a blanket (having for- 
gotten to pay the electric bill) 
during winter. Pifel, who was al- 
ready wonderful as the “voice” of 
the stage manager, was right on 
during this bizarre show. Her fa- 
cial expressions — pretty much all 
she had to work with since most 
of her body was not visible — 
were just wonderfully hilarious. 
Her partner in the play, Swithin

No, was well paired with her and 
obviously enjoyed this one-act 
performance. 

“Fade to Black — A Working 
Title,” directed by Sciarretto, was 
the most innovative of the five 
plays. The play is based on 
Shakespeare’s quote: “All the 
world’s a stage and all the men 
and women merely players,” from 
“As You Like It.’ In this play, 
two stage hands, one of whom 
wrote a play, discover that they 
seem to be caught in their own 
show. Brandon Yerrid and 
Swithin No, as the two stage 
hands, are a great pair reminding 
one of Vladimir and Estragon in 
Samuel Beckett’s “Waiting for 
Godot,” which, of course, is no 
accident. 

The last play, “The 75th” di- 
rected by Bill Tchakirides, is 
about the 75th high school re- 
union of the two protagonists, 
Amy (Norma Ozur) and Arthur 
alias “Cookie” (Robert Crossley). 
Both Ozur and Crossley acted 
well in this play. To this re- 
viewer, these two good and ac- 
complished actors could not save 
“The 75th.” The play starts out 
as a humorous audience charmer. 
However, it drags on too long as 
the two characters become en- 
gaged in increasingly trivial and 
repetitive conversations. 

This year’s collection of one- 
acts is very colorful. It is at 
times innovative, at times crazy 
and at other times even conserva- 
tive. The producers seem to have 
aimed for an evening where ev- 
eryone will find at least one play 
with which to identify. Anyone 
interested in seeing a show whose 
characters range from an ax mur- 
derer to a charming elderly couple 
is invited to do so on Fridays and 
Saturdays at 8 p.m. and on Sun- 
days at 2 p.m. until August 24.

Rights Coalition 
Has Open Meeting 


The Greenbelt Citizens Bill of 
Rights Defense Coalition has in- 
vited the public to an open 
meeting on Tuesday, August 19, 
7:30 p.m., to hear a briefing on 
the national campaign against 
the USA Patriot Act, to join a 
discussion about its proposed 
Greenbelt civil liberties resolu- 
tion and to consider strategy for 
a similar county-level campaign. 
The meeting will be held in the 
multi-purpose room of the 
Greenbelt Community Center, 15 
Crescent Road. 

The coalition plans to peti- 
tion the Greenbelt City Council 
at its September 8 meeting to 
pass a resolution with strong spe- 
cific directions to prevent city 
agencies from violating residents’ 
constitutional rights, insofar as 
federal law still allows. It will 
remain open to negotiations with 
the council about the precise 
language of a local civil liberties 
declaration. 

Meanwhile coalition members 
invite input from all concerned 
Greenbelt residents and welcome 
other city organizations as mem- 
bers and endorsers. Each mem- 
ber group of the coalition will 
retain its identity in writing and 
speaking on behalf of the 
Greenbelt resolution. A draft text 
and rationale for the campaign 
are posted on the website of the 
Prince George’s County Peace 
and Justice Coalition. To access 
it on-line visit www.justpeace- 
pgmd.org. 

At the August 19 meeting the 
coalition also welcomes residents 
and representatives of other 
groups throughout the county. It 
seeks their ideas and support for 
the upcoming campaign for a 
Prince George’s County civil lib- 
erties resolution.

In response to a Brandeis 
University survey confirming that 
70 percent of Jewish teens are el- 
ther frequently or always bored 
with their Jewish education, The 
Karp Family School of Mishkan 
Torah has created the “Family 
Hebrew School,” a school de- 
signed to be an emotionally re- 
warding experience for both stu- 
dents and their parents.

New Legislation: The City of Greenbelt recently incorporated State 
Law into the Motor Vehicle section of the City Code. The new legisla- 
tion reads, (Chap. 11 Sec. 11-50): “It shall be unlawful for any person 
to park or store upon any public street, alley, parking lot or roadway, 
any vehicle displaying any form of improper, altered or incomplete 
registration plate(s), tabs, annual windshield sticker, temporary tags, 
etc. including failure to display all plates and tabs required by law, 
unless otherwise in compliance with applicable state law governing 
lost, stolen, or damaged cards, plates, or tabs, windshield stickers or 
temporary tags. 


Parking and Code Enforcement Inspectors now have the authority to 
write parking citations for these offenses. The fine will be $25.00. As 
always, failuire to comply with the directions set forth in the citation, 
could result in the vehicle’s registation being flagged. If this were to 
happen, additional fines and penalties would be incurred. Enforce- 
ment personnel will be writing warning tickets until the end of August 
for these offenses.

more than likely a robbery, he 
said. He called the incident “a 
targeted event.” The victim’s 
family was not supposed to be 
there, he continued, but they 
were. Allwang hoped for a quick 
closure to the matter. Detective 
Ed Holland, who was also at the 
meeting, was identified as the 
lead detective on the case. 
Homeowners Meet 

The meeting, held at the 
Greenbelt Community Center, 
was for the homeowners of 
Greenbrook Estates. This small 
subdivision of free-standing 
homes is located in Greenbelt 
East along Mathew Street and its 
adjoining side streets. The 
association’s chair, Edward 
Putens, who is also a Greenbelt 
city councilmember, conducted 
the meeting. The members of 
the police department were 
present for a public informational 
meeting prior to a regular asso- 
ciation meeting. Also present 
were Maryland Delegate Justin 
Ross, who recently moved to a 
home on Mathew Street, Mayor 
Judith Davis, councilmember 
Rodney Roberts and City Man- 
ager Michael P. McLaughlin. 

Residents, who did not iden- 
tify themselves, raised a number 
of questions about police pres- 
ence in the community, other re- 
cent crimes and press reports 
about the home in which the 
murder took place. One neigh- 
bor was reported to have seen 
more than 20 people leave the 
home and be driven away in a 
van in the morning and then be 
returned by the same van in the 
evening. Another resident at the 
meeting asked if it was possible 
that there were people in the 
home who were indentured ser- 
vants. Allwang responded that 
he couldn’t answer that as that 
matter had not yet been looked 
into. The first priority of city

police is investigating the crime, 
he said. He also said that if it is 
determined that there is reason to 
suspect violations of that nature, 
the case would be turned over to 
federal agencies to handle. 

Another resident commented 
that he saw men loading mat- 
tresses from the house into a van 
the previous night. He thought 
that that was a “good sign.” 

Complaints 

Putens was asked what resi- 
dents could do about possible 
code violations such as too 
many people in a home. Putens 
said that when such complaints 
are received the association’s 
property manager will refer them 
to the city. 

McLaughlin advised anyone 
with housing complaints to call 
the city’s code enforcement of- 
fice at 301-345-5417. He said 
that the city did receive a com- 
plaint about this home in March 
of this year, but that the matter 
was misfiled with lower priority 
complaints that were to be 
looked at on a time available 
basis. Now, code enforcement is 
holding up its investigation until 
the criminal investigation is 
completed. He also noted that in 
this matter, the home was free of 
apparent violations — there were 
only one or two cars in the 
driveway and the exterior pre- 
mises were well maintained. He 
also noted that the code does 
specify the number of occupants 
permitted in a home, which var- 
ies depending on the size of the 
dwelling and number of bed- 
rooms and other rooms in a 
home. He thought that 10 or 11 
persons would be the maximum 
number for a home of that size. 

Ross complained that 11 
people in a home like his was ri- 
diculous and that something 
should be done about that. 
Putens noted that Ross’s home

had been used as a day care cen- 
ter and that there were special 
exceptions for such centers and 
half-way houses. Davis said that 
the city’s hands were tied on 
controlling half-way houses, but 
the homes are required to comply 
with the law and housing codes. 
Other Crimes 

Another resident expressed 
concern about a robbery that 
took place on nearby Kara Court 
and asked the police officers to 
comment on it. His concern was 
seconded by Ross who said that 
at a recent meeting of residents 
in his home two issues kept 
coming up: the incident at Kara 
Court and police presence in the 
neighborhood. The officers at 
the meeting could not recall the 
incident on Kara Court. 

As background, the Police 
Blotter in the News Review, 
which is based on information 
provided weekly by the police 
department, reported on May 1 
that a resident of Kara Court on 
the afternoon of April 24 had 
come home, parked his car in his 
garage, entered his home and then 
returned to the garage where he 





was accosted by a young man 
with a handgun who demanded 
money and took the victim’s wal- 
let. The robber fled on foot and 
was last seen on a foot bridge 
running toward Schrom Hills 
Park. A second youth may have 
been involved. On August 13 
Mathews said that the detective 
in charge of this case had re- 
ported no further progress. 

A similar incident was re- 
ported in the 7200 block of 
Morrison Drive in Greenbelt East 
on the evening of May 8 when 
persons unloading groceries from 
a car were approached by two 
youths, one with what appeared 
to be a long gun, who demanded 
money, took a wallet and fled on 
foot. 

Craddock responded to the is- 
sue of police presence by noting 
that the police could not be ev- 
erywhere at once. “We rely on 
citizens to be our eyes and ears.” 
He noted that neighbors had ob- 
served the murder suspect in the 
area before and after the incident. 

Allwang noted that there 
might be a police presence of 
which residents may not be 
aware. He said that his police 
vehicle is so unmarked that no 
one would recognize him when 
he might be in a neighborhood. 

A resident commented that 
when she had called, it took so 
long for the police to get there 
that the suspicious person she 
had seen was gone. Craddock 
urged her to call the next time 
she sees someone of concern to 
her. 

Ross asked if the police rec- 
ommended a_ neighborhood 
watch. Mathews said he was re- 
sponsible for training people for 
neighborhood watches. Presently 
only the one in Windsor Green 
is very active. He offered to 
work with any group wishing to 
organize a neighborhood watch.

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Library Computers 
To Get Porn Filters 


County Councilmember Dou- 
glas J.J. Peters (D — 4th District) 
recently commended the county 
library system for approving in- 
stallation of filtering software on 
computers in children’s sections 
of branch libraries. The new 
internet access policy was ap- 
proved by a vote of 6 to 1 ina 
recent meeting of the library 
board of trustees, on a recommen- 
dation of Maralita Freeny, director 
of the county library system. 

A Bowie constituent had 
complained to councilmember 
Peters last month after she and 
her two children were exposed 
to explicit sexual and porno- 
graphic materials on a computer 
in the children’s section of the 
Bowie branch library. Council- 
member Peters wrote to Freeny 
and the board of trustees urging 
the board to adopt a policy that 
will include installing filtering 
software, particularly in the 
children’s sections of each 
county library branch. In the 
letter, the councilmember high- 
lighted the United States Su- 
preme Court’s June 2003 deci- 
sion in United States et al v. 
American Library Association, 
Inc. et al, which ruled that it was 
not unconstitutional to require 
the installation of filtering soft- 
ware by public library systems 
that receive federal funding. 
Hansen presented a petition to 
the board of just under 800 sig- 
natures in support of using filter- 
ing software. 

Representatives of the county 
library system said installation of 
the filtering software would start 
immediately in branch libraries. 
Each individual computer must 
have the program installed. The 
board indicated that it would re- 
view the new policy in approxi- 
mately six months.

When questioned further by 
Davis about the possibility that 
shots heard coming from BARC 
property outside of deer season 
could signify poaching, Johnson 
explained that the Secret Service 
also uses BARC property for tar- 
get practice (using blank ammu- 
nition). This would be a likely 
source for shots heard when deer 
are not legally hunted, she said. 
Economic Impact 

Johnson told council that 
BARC is one of the 10 largest 
public employers in Prince 
George’s County and that 75 per- 
cent of their approximately 2000 
employees live in the county. 
The nearly $86 million total sal- 
ary budget has about a $300 mil- 
lion impact on the local economy. 
There is an additional expendi- 
ture of $45 to $50 million for 
procurement of supplies and prod- 
ucts, much of it spent locally, she 
said. 

Johnson described various fa- 
cilities that are in the design stage 
or under construction. She in- 
vited councilmembers to attend 
the dedication of the new Human 
Nutrition Research Center (total 
cost $25 million), which will be 
held on August 26 at 10:30 a.m. 
Congressman Steny Hoyer will be 
the keynote speaker. 

BARC is also spending over 
$10 million on greenhouse con- 
struction, including one to replace 
losses from the tornado in 2001. 
Another will have special features 
permitting researchers to study 
fungi safely. Another $3 million 
is included in the FY 2004 appro- 
priation to construct a modern 
poultry facility similar to those 
used in industry. 

Johnson lamented the fact that 
the USDA’s budget process has 
become politicized. Members of 
Congress sometimes move spe- 
cific allocations requested by the 
Agriculture Department to 
projects requested by special in- 
terest groups from their home 
states. She noted that BARC 
does get good support from 
Maryland’s delegation. Johnson 
outlined some program increases 
in the FYO3 budget along with 
possible increases for the next fis- 
cal year. However, she expects 
the budget to go down in the fu- 
ture. She said the next few years 
could be difficult until the coun- 
try enjoys more stable economic 
recovery. 

Competitive Sourcing 

A major part of the President’s 
Management Agenda, Johnson 
said, is to seek out-sourcing of 
functions that are not “inherently 


governmental,” which she ex- 
plained are functions not commit- 
ting the government to a course 
of action. BARC 1s currently 
conducting three studies to deter- 
mine if some functions could be 
more efficiently performed by 
contracting them out. Facilities 
support, research animal services 
and farm operations, as well as 
security are all being looked at 
in the studies. She said in-house 
“most efficient organization” pro- 
posals compete against the private 
sector in determining who should 
perform the service or function. 

In the past, Johnson said, in- 
house proposals have frequently 
won the competition but since 
guidelines were recently changed 
she was not as confident about 
the outcome of the new studies. 
She thought security was a likely 
candidate for outsourcing. 

Councilmember Rodney Rob- 
erts asked what effect this eventu- 
ally might have on Greenbelters 
using BARC for recreational pur- 
poses. Johnson assured him that 
contracted security personnel 
would still be enforcing the same 
rules. 

Roads 

BARC administration is op- 
posed to the development sought 
by the University of Maryland of 
a road through BARC connecting 
Interstate 95 with the university 
Campus area near the new sta- 
dium. A proposed connector road 
would run through the middle of 
the southern farm portion of 
BARC. Johnson said such a road 
would be disruptive to research 
done in that area. She said statu- 
tory protections provided by 
Congress currently protect BARC 
property. Later she noted, how- 
ever, that although the current lo- 
cal Congressional delegation is 
supportive of BARC, when those 
Congressmen retire or are voted 
out of office, things could 
change. 

Another area of concern is a 
study begun by the State High- 
way Department to improve traffic 
in College Park. Johnson told 
council that a preliminary study 
had shown $57 million invested 
in a solution to that problem 
would only improve traffic by 
one percent on Route 1. 

Roberts suggested the city 
could offer support to keeping 
BARC’s property “green,” for 
which Johnson expressed appre- 
ciation. She noted in turn that 
BARC had supported the sur- 
rounding communities’ position 
on the realignment by NASA of 
Soil Conservation Service Road. 
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The widening of Route 201 
would not present a problem for 
BARC, in Johnson’s opinion. 
Davis told her the city opposes 
such widening because of the 
wetlands that would be destroyed. 
She asked Johnson to keep the 
city informed of any major 
changes proposed to BARC prop- 
erty or to BARC’s position on 
such projects in the future. 

BARC Accomplishments 

With pride, Johnson described 
the importance of work done at 
BARC and some of its recent 
awards. The facility won its third 
White House “Closing the Circle” 
award for environmental practices 
emphasizing bio-based or recycled 
products. Last year BARC was 
recognized for its Environmental 
Management System that en- 
hances overall conservation of re- 
sources. 

Johnson touched on just a few 
of the many interesting and inno- 
vative projects going on at 
BARC. Methane produced from 
cow manure is captured at the 
dairy and processed to create en- 
ergy to light the milking parlor. 
Carbon dioxide is pumped into a 
pond to encourage growth of al- 
gae, which removes phosphorous 
from the water. The algae is later 
harvested to make cattle feed. 

BARC scientists now have a 
patent on a process to separate 
feather fibers from the quill. This 
enables the utilization of 3.5 bil- 
lion pounds of waste feathers pro- 
duced each year to form a new 
feather fiber that can be used for 
“everything from diapers to auto 
parts.” She thinks ground break- 
ing will begin soon for the first 
facility to perform this operation. 
It is estimated that one feather- 
processing plant could generate 
$80 million in profit. 

People don’t think of Mary- 
land anymore as an agricultural 
state, Johnson said, but 20 percent 
of its economy comes from agri- 
culture. She noted that BARC 
research offers a “lot of benefit” 
to the American people. She 
quoted sources that estimate the 
investment return for agricultural 
research in recent years to be be- 
tween 45 and 210 percent. 

Important Neighbor 

In thanking Johnson and 
Serrano for coming to update 
council on BARC issues, Davis 
called the campus and its staff “a 
very important neighbor,” adding 
that she considered it a part of 
Greenbelt and that the city would 
be willing to help BARC in any 
way it can.
